Mr. Benson was very much surprised 
when approached by the Times, and 
said that there must be some mistake.

The Democratic county convention 


met in Gilson's haH:at*ll a. m. today, 
pursuant to call, and ihe attendance was j 
larger than it has beon for many years. 
Every part of the conunty was repre- 
sented, and from the start it was evi- 
dent that the silver sentiment was 
largely predominant. The convention 
•was called to order by Frank Thomp- 
son. ' Jno. Jones was selected 
chair- 


man and Mr. J,, H. Wyatt for secretary. 
Mr. Jones declined, and Hon. Jas. W. 
Newman was chosen to preside over the 
convention. 


Mr. Newman, in taking the chair, 


said that he felt highly honored and 
that in looking over tho crowd he saw 
the bone and sinew of the Democratic 
party, and felt that their deliberations 
would show their wisdom. 


Mr. Newman, as no vice-president 


was -chosen, called 'Squire Forsythe, of 
the West Side, and 'Squire Spriggs, 
of Jefferson township, to sit by him. 
When they had taken their seats, he 
remarked that ho felt like an angel 
with those rock-ribbed saints of Democ- 
racy on either side of him. 
The tem- 


porary organization was then made 
permanent. It was then moved and 
carried that a committee of three be 
appointed by the chair, on credentials. 
The chair appointed Dr. Eay, 'Squire 
Abraham Forsythe, and J. J. McCall. 


• Thos. Simpson moved that 'a commit- 


tee of three be appointed on rules and 
order of business. 
At this point the 


committee on credentials reported no 
contesting delegates and the conven- 
tion proceeded to business. 


J. L. Patterson then moved that the 


delegates from each voting precinct 
select each one man to serve on a 
committee to select delegates to the 
state convention and one man to select 
members of the central committee. 
This motion was carried. 


Tho chair then appointed Thos. A.- 


Simpson, James S. Baker and J. M. 
Stanton as tho corummittee on' rules 
and order of business. 
Their final .re- 


port was a recommendation that the 
rules and order of business prevailing 
at former conventions bo adopted, and 
the report was accepted. 


The roll of townships was 
then 


called for members of tho committee 
on delegates to the state convention.

At tho conclusion of tho reports from 


tho various precincts, Hon. J^rnes W. 
Newman called Dr. Sellards to tho 
chair, and taking tho floor, said in 
substance: " If there is ono thing moro 
than another that has brought mo to 
this convention, aside from my lovo for 
tho Democratic party, it was to hear 
tho expression of the Democracy on the 
financial question. 
If it declares for 


silver, I shall indeed rojoico, and if it 
declares for gold, I will bo glad—to 
know it. 
In accordance with this 


thought I have horo a set of resolutions 
which I clcsiro to present to this con- 
vention. '' 


At this point sorno objections were 


offered to tho reading of tho resolu- 
tions, bocauso it was tho intention of 
tho convention to appoint a committee 
on resolutions. 
A motion was then 


made and carried that Mr. Newman 
bo allowed to road tho 
resolutions, 


which ho did, and which wore heartily 
applauded. Tho following aro tho reso- 
lutions : 


Resolved: Tha-t wo have faith in 


tho mouoy of tho constitution—the dol- 
lar of the fathers—and wo denounce 
tho Republican party for the surrep- 
titious demonetization of silver, which 
has boon largely instrumental in bring- 
ing financial distress upon tho country. 


Resolved: That wo bolievo in the 


free coinage of silver and gold at the 
ratio of 10 to 1. Wo bolievo that tho 
American dollar, backed by tho credit 
of this great country, is as good as 
foreign money, and wo have faith that 
such a dollar is as good as British coin. 


Resolved: That wo aro opposed to 


making tho financial system of this 
country subservient to tho British pol- 
icy, and wo arc opposed to "tho exist- 
ing gold standard" which tho Republi- 
can national convention at St. Louis 
says ''must bo preserved." It has been 
under this "existing gold standard" 
that prices of all tho products of labor 
have boon lowered, and which has com- 
pelled tho issuance of government bonds 
to maintain tho gold reserve in tht 
treasury at tho cost to tho people of 
millions of money. 


Resolved: *'That tho delegates se- 


lected to represent Scioto county in tho 
Democratic state convention be in- 
structed to voto to sustain this policy. 


After the reading of tho resolutions, 


it was moved that the convention 
adopt 
thorn, 
which 
was 
doriO 


without a dissenting voto. Before the 
adoption of tho resolutions, an amend- 
ment was offered to insert the words 
"American 
silver," 
but 
it was 


lost, seemingly because tho amend- 
ment was put in siich a wuy that the: 
delegates did not understand for what 
they were voting. 


H. F. Thompson, immediately after 


that he had intended to more fully set 
forth his views on the financial ques- 
tion, and as he favors the gold standard, 
define his position, but it was appar- 
ent to him that the silver sentiment 
was so strong that, there was no use in 
combatting it, so he had nothing to 
say. 


A recess of fifteen raiirates was then 


taken for the committee on delegates 
and executive committee to report. 
This was done instead of an adjourn- 
ment tall two o'clock, as is the usual 
custom, because it was desired to finish 
the work of the convention so that out 
'of town delegates could tsJke the early 
trains home. 


At the closo of their deliberations, 


the convention was again called to 
order, and the committee on delegates 
to the state convention reported the 
following" gentlemen as their choice:

This completed the ticket, and Hon. 


James Newman said that the first work 
of the Doctor would be to sit on the 
Republican party immediately after he 
election this fall, and O M. Coburn 
proposed that the convention guarantee 
the Doctor his expenses to Canton and 
back. 


At one o'clock, the convention ad- 


journed. 
The best of feeling prevailed 


throughout, and everything was har- 
monious. It now remains for the De- 
mocracy of Scioto county to throw . off 
the lathergy, that it must be admitted 
has characterized it to too great an ex- 
tent in the past,-and go to work with 
might and main to make a record at 
the election this fall. '' If there ever 
was a time that called for a united 
effort on the part of those who are in 
favor of the emancipation of the nation, 
it is now. If the galling chains of a 
moneyed oligarchy are to be stricken 
from the millions of oppressed toilers, 
it is now.- The British capitalists, 
aided and abetted by men high in 
official positions, and by Wall street 
money kings, have the nation by the 
throat, and the Repulbican party is 
aiding them in seeking to fasten rpon 
the American people an inheritance of 
perpetual serfdom, and if we would 
avert it, wo must act now. 


The sentiment expressed in the Dem- 


ocratic conventon today is he same 
that is sweeping this country 
from 


Maine to the Golden Gate, and from 
the forty-ninth parallel to the Gulf of 
Mexico. It is the silver lining to the 
dark cloud that is coming into view; it 
is the voice of the people proclaiming 
their supremacy.
